The lad started 
screaming and ran toward the bam 
which was filled with grain but was 
intercepted a few feet from tha door 
by Drexler who tore off the burning

Washington.—President Harding in an address to congress 


Friday on the industrial situation declared that the right of em- 
ployes and employers alike to conduct their business must be 
recognized and he also deplored what he termed "warfare on the 
unions of labor." 


The President declared a national investigation for construc- 


tive recommendations as to the conduct of the coal industry to be 
rmperative and recommended a government commission to advise 
as to fair wages and conditions. 


Immediate legislation to establish temporarily a "national coal 


agency" with necessary capital to purchase, sell and distribute 
coal also was urged by the executive. 


Stating that the Esch-Oummins law in establishing the railroad 


labor board was inadequate, being with little or no power to en- 
force its decisions, the president recommended action'to make the 
board's decisions ''enforceable and effective against carriers and 
employes alike."

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THE TROUBLE WITH THE COAL 


INDUSTRY 


"With the coal miner's strike in the bi- 


tuminous fields settled and a general set- 
tlement imminent, the blame for the 
strike and its damaging effect upon indus- 
try and the public -welfare can no-w be 
placed entirely upon the operators. To 
say that the operators wanted this strike 
•would be putting it mildly. They had to 
have it. not as a means of brotr-beating 
the miners into accepting a lower wage 
scale and cutting the cost of producing 
coal, btit as a drastic means of checking 
the gross overproduction of coal. Accord- 
ing to Mr. F. S. Peabody. one of the oper- 
ators in the central competitive field, there 
are actually 10 000 operating mines and 
700.000 miners whereas 7.000 mines 
and 500.000 miners would be fully 
equal to meeting home consumption and 
export demands. It is obvious from this 
frank statement of the condition of the in- 
dustry that the operators had to bring 
about a curtailment in production. There 
is not the slightest doubt that the opera- 
tors -welcomed the strike on the basis that 
it would help them to continue to operate 
3.000 more mines than were needed and 
employ the contingent excess of 200.000 
miners. The sad part of it is that the pub- 
lic will pay for the entire cost of the 
strike, for the losses suffered by the mine 
owners, and for the operation of the sur- 
plus mines unless some action is taken to 
pull the mining industry out of the eco- 
nomic rut that it has got itself into. 


The miners will go back to work under 


the same conditions as to wages and. hours 
of labor that existed prior to April 1. The 
miners are satisfied and will be as long as 
they find continuous employment. The 
operators are pleased—they have unload- 
ed tV.eir surplus stocks and why should 
they worry about the future cost of pro- 
duction when they are able to make the 
public foot the bill. Consumers at home 
and abroad cannot possibly burn all the 
coal that the miners will soon be digging 
for them in ever increasing quantities. 
The prospect of an annual strike should 
cause the operators to be overjoyed pro- 
vided it lasted long enough to bring about 
a shortage of coal and a consequent hard- 
ship on industry and the general public. 


' Accumulated stocks would then, diminish 


once each year to the point where buyers 
•would scramble for the last pound, and 
•when the operators were satisfied that the 
proceedings had gone far enough they 
could again start the machinery of their 
mines in motion by acceeding to whatever 
demands the miners might make for their 
labor. 
Ae a finishing touch the public 


would again empty out its purse to pay 
the new cost of digging coal plus a profit 


- for the operators. 


The coal problem simmers down to one 


- of righting an economic wrong which has 


been built up by the operators through 
many years of exploitation of the coal in- 
dustry. As the public well knows the em- 
ployment of miners has for years been 
very irregular. 
A miner who gets a liv- 


ing wage for six days of labor cannot 
exist with aay degree of comfort when he 
is employed<mly three days out of the six. 
The way will have to be opened for his 
absorption into other lines of industry. 
"Whether 
the 
fact-finding commission 


which is to be appointed under the terms 
of the strike settlement does or does not 
discover the fundamental truths of this 
controversy, -wdiat the eoal industry need* 
is fewer operating mines and fewer min- 
ers.- Conservation in the production of 
coal will have to be worked out by some 
other plan than by partial employment or 
by periodic industrial strife. 
The hard- 


ships entailed by these two methods are 
too great and the price of it all too high 
for the public to stand it indefinitely. 


,LA FOLLBTTB'S PROPOSED 
CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
One of he fundamental provisions of 


the constitution of the United States- 
known as part of the Bill of Rights—is- 
the first amendment submitted to the 
states by the first congress assembled un- 
der the new government, established by 
the constitution, and early ratified by the 
states. It reads:" 


"Congress shall make no law respecting th« 


establishment of rel'gion. or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof: or abridging the freedom of 
speech of the press: or the right of the peo- 
ple peaceably to assemble and to petition th« 
government for a redress of grievances." 


Suppose congress in spite of these pro- 


hibitions should pass a law abridging the 
freedom of speech—a privilege of the most 
sacred character in a free government, in 
which changes in the laws for the better- 
ment of the people are brought about 
largely through^ free discussion In speech 
and press? Suppose this law should be 
declared unconstitutional by the supreme 
court of the United States? "Would not 
our socialistic friends, especially, to whom 
the freedom of speech seems sacred even 
to the point of abuse, applaud such a de- 
cision? "Would not even Senator La Fol- 
lette to whom unrestricted privilege of 
speech is so valuable an asset, be equally 
vociieroiis in his commendation of such a 
decision? 
But suppose< as proposed by 


Mr. La Follette. that through his influ- 
ence and through the advocacy of his so- 
cialistic friends, a constitutional amend- 
ment has been adopted authorizing con- 
gress to reenact a law pronounced uncon- 
stitutional by the supreme court, and thus 
render the law valid and enforeible: and. 
acting under this lattej amendment, con- 
gress should reenac-t the obnoxious law. 
althoueh in plain violation of both the let- 
ter and spirit of the constitution, it 
would remain the law of the land until a 
congress could be elected that would re- 
peal the law. This might not be accom- 
plished in many years, if ever. Does this 
not clearly show that in order that the 
rights secured to the people under the 
constitution may be preserved to them, 
there must be lodg°d somewhere an au- 
thority to say when the congress has made 
a law which the constitution declares con- 
eres~s shall not make 1 Such authority 
cannot rest with congress itself, because 
if it is -willing, for any reason which seems 
valid to it, to pass such a law originally, 
will it not reenact it for the same reason, 
and thus annul the constitutional prohibi- 
tion? Certainly it will. 


There should be an independent au- 


thority, separate and distinct from con- 
gress itself, to pass upon its aetiont to de- 
termine whether it has violated the pro- 
hibitions of the constitution. This au- 
thority the constitution itself has estab- 
lished in the courts—the judicial power— 
when it declared CArt. Ill Sec. 2 
1) "The 


judicial power shall extend to all cases, in 
law and equity, arising under the consti- 
tution, the laws of the United States, and 
treaties made or which shall be made un- 
der their authority." 
The .-judicial pow- 


er is the arbiter between the people and 
congress in such a ease. One of the par- 
ties to a controversy can never be made 
judge of the controversy. If a judge, in 
one of our courts, should have a dispute 
with his neighbor about a line fence be- 
tween their lots, xrould such dispute be 
tried to that judge? No one would con- 
sent to such a violation of the commonly 
accepted notion of even-handed justice. 
Its mere suggestion shows its absurdity. 
Is the true location of a line fence more 
sacred to the parties to such a dispute 
than is the right of free speech, when in 
question between the people and con- 
gress ? 


We have, by w^y of illustration, re- 


ferred to a law passed by congress 
abridging the freedom of speech, but con- 
gress might pass a law establishing a re- 
ligion, or prohibiting the free exercise of 
religious beliefs, or a la-w abridging the 
right of the people to peaceably assemble 
to petition the government for a redress 
of grievances, which it is also forbidden 
to do; and notwithstanding the courts 
pronounce such laws unconstitutional con- 
gress might make them effective by reen- 
acting them under such an amendment. 
The far-reaching and dangerous charac- 
ter of an amendment to the constitution, 
under which such results could be accom- 
plished, is nothing less than1 appalling, 
because there are many other subjects 
than those mentioned which are withheld 
from the power of congress which would 
fall under the reviving effect of such an 
amendment. 


A man in Senator La Toilette's posi- 


tion of power and influence who deliber- 
ately advocates, as be does, an amend- 
ment to the constitution which would 


work such havoc not only in the admini- 
stration of our government but in the ad- 
ministration of the laws generally, should 
be repudiated by the people as a menace 
•to sound government uuder the constitu- 
tion. 
Such a doctrine put into effect 


would result in nothing short of anarchy. 
It would be utterly destructive of the 
principle which lies at the very bottom 
of our system of division of the powers of 
government between congress, the presi- 
dent and the judiciary—a principle which 
has been sacred ever since the constitu- 
tion was ratified by the colonies, and to 
the rigid enforcement of which our suc- 
cess as a republic can be largely attrib- 
uted. Do we wish to undo what has been 
accomplished during 140 years of marvel- 
ous progress under the operation of this 
principle? 
The qtiestion answers itself. 


Rather rid ourselves of those in positions 
of power and influence who threaten to 
abrogate this principle. In other words, 
get rid of such men as La Follette.

W© breathe anywhere from 14 to 20 times a 


minute in health. There is a normal ratio of one 
breath for each four heartbeats 
The rate and 


decth of breathing is determined by the body's 
need for oxygen and by the amount of carbon di- 
oxide (carbo'rTic acid gas) accumulated in the tis- 
sues ar.d b'ood. 
The breathing of the healthy individual becomes 


faster after some muscular exertion, which uses 
up oxygen for the combustion of fuel and muscle 
substance and produces carbon dioxide and other 
acid products of combustion.

$1.50; oil meal, cwt. $2.80. gluten feed, 


The Tuberculin 
Testing of Cows 


Does It Give Real Protection 


to the Consumer ?

Just now the discussion of city milk improvement tends 


to center around the question of tuberculin testing of the 
cows. Under such circumstances the average consumer 
and some City Officials are prone to get the'idea that tu- 
berculin testing is an extremely important step toward the 
protection of the public health. 
Some even go so far_ as 


to say that it is the most important step in the protection 
of the milk supply. 


The thoughtful citizen who became convinced, some 


years ago, that pasteurization is the logical first step in 
the protection of the milk supply is anxious to know the 
real value of tuberculin testing. 
Many Persons Infected with Tuberculosis 


But Few Are Actually Sick 
- 


Tuberculosis is the most common ailment of people and 


of cows. 
Among people the proportion who are obvi- 


ously ill with tuberculosis rarely amounts to more than 
a small fraction of one per cent. 
A large number of 


Tuberculin Tests have been made on people and show that 
a number of adults react to the test. Autopsy records, 
so far as they go, indicate that at least seventy-five per 
cent of the adult population have or have had tuber- 
culosis and it is probable that the true figures are even 
higher. 


From these figures it ifi seen that if the results of the 


tuberculin test were taken as indicating the people who 
were actually ill with tuberculosis they would be about 
five hundred times too high. 
If on the other hand the 


results from the tuberculin test were taken as showing 
the exact distribution of the germs of tuberculosis they 
would be entirely too low. 


Tested Milk Not Necessarily Safe 


The regrettable part of the situation which has devel- 


oped in practically all cities where such a movement has 
developed, is the fact that many consumers have been 
misled as to the safety of the milk from tuberculin tested 
cows. 
They have frequently lost sight of the fact that 


6uch testing of cows exerts no influence upon the spread 
of typhoid fever and other diseases through raw milk. In 
some cases they have even been led to believe that such 
testing was the equivalent of pasteurization as a means 
of providing a safe milk supply. 


Dr. Coit, the founder of Certified Milk, appreciated 


that after he had exhausted his ingenuity in developing 
safeguards for the production of Certified milk it was 
necessary to heat the milk to be certain it was a safe 
food. 
Surely the mere testing of the cows with tubercu- 


lin, which testing is only a small part of the protection 
thrown around Certified milk, will not of itself guarantee 
safe mik. 


Pasteurization—the Real Guarantee 


of Safe Milk 


Milk, like meat, is an extremely valuable foodstuff and 


one which should be produced under the most desirable 
conditions which it is practicable to require. However, 
even when milk is produced under these desirable condi- 
tions, cows' milk, like cows' meat is not in proper condi- 
tion to be consumed by humans until it has been suffi- 
ciently heated to make it a safe food. 


The amount of heating to which milk must be sub- 


jected in order to destroy any germs of tuberculosis which 
may have found their way into it has been carefully de- 
termined by a number of workers. Their results agree in 
stating that even when milk is abundantly seeded with 
germs of tubercuolsis these germs will all be destroyed 
when the mik is held "at 140 degrees Fahrenheit for fif- 
teen minutes. In order to provide a margin of safety of 
about \ 50 per cent for this important process, in com- 
mercial paseurization, the milk is held at 142-145 de- 
grees Fahrenheit for thirty minutes. 
This treatment is 


what is considered proper pasteurization and can be re- 
lied upon to make the milk safe from any danger of trans- 
mitting tuberculosii.
